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1 . The response of the applicant has been made of record and given careful consideration. 
The colored drawings are not of record at this juncture. The applicant is advised to file these 
promptly together with a request for reconsideration and an amendment canceling the non- 
elected claims and addressing the 1 12 rejections below. 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the current drawings of record do not illustrate the recited feature of the slit. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the 
Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The applicant states that colored drawings will be forthcoming, but they are not of 

record. 

The examiner reminds the applicant that: Color photographs and color drawings are not 
accepted unless a petition filed under 37 CFR 1 .84(a)(2) is granted. Any such petition must be

4. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The drawings on file do not support the language describing the arc shaped slit oriented 
such that the chord of the arc extents radially. 

Assuming the colored drawings are provided with the appropriate petition this line of 
rejection will be withdrawn. The applicant provided a courtesy copy of the colored drawings, 
which support the argued position, but these cannot be entered into the file without the proper 
petition. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, at line 6, after "substantially", please insert - - radially- - . 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 
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JP 2001-1 1 1776 teaches the use of a curved slit, but in a document scanning process 
unrelated to the invention at hand.
